RETURNS BY MONTHS. 

The distribution of the returns by months during the year 1911 may 
be seen in Table 1. The average daily number of deaths, marriages, 
and births are also given for the year and months. The average enables 
comparisons to be made of the rates of mortality, nuptiality and na- 
tality between the several months with as much accuracy as by the 
computation of rates. It will be noted that the month of greatest daily 
mortality was March and the month of least daily mortality was June. 
The maximum number of marriages per day was in the month of June, 
and the least number in March. The highest daily number of births 
was in the month of August and the least number in the month of 
January.

COMPARISON OF 1911 WITH PREVIOUS YEARS OF REGISTRATION. 

The vital statistics for the year 1911 may he compared with the re- 
turns for the preceding years of registration by means of Table 2. Tn 
this table estimated populations are used for the intercensal and postcen- 
sal years, by whose aid the death rates, marriage rates and birth rates 
may be computed for each year, and thus fairly accurate comparisons 
be made of the data with allowance for the increase of population of 
the State.

According to the returns there was a decrease of 1,906 deaths in 1911 
as compared with the year immediately preceding. 

The number of births for the year, 65,756, is an increase of 1,647 over 
the number returned for the year 1910. Accurate comparisons of birth 
registration in Michigan can only be made with the years since 1906, 
at which time the immediate registration of births went into effect. 

According to the returns there was an increase of 820 marriages in 
1911 over 1910.

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MICHIGAN VITAL STATISTICS COMPARED WITH THOSE OF OTHER STATES AND 

COUNTRIES. 

The significance of the vital rates of any state or country cannot be 
fully known until comparisons have been made with those of others. 
While the crude marriage, birth and death rates are not sufficient for 
the formation of absolutely reliable conclusions relative to the exact 
intensity of the marriage movement, or the fecundity or sanitary con- 
dition of the population so measured, nevertheless, the crude rates, taken 
without correction for dissimilar constitution of the population, must 
always form the first step in the comparative study of vital statistics. 
By means of the data contained in Tables 3, 4 and 5, which are chiefly 
derived from the tables of international statistics printed in the last 
report of the Kegistrar-General of England, the vital rates of Michigan 
for fifteen years past may be compared- with those of various Etiropean 
countries, and also with the rates of certain states in this country and 
with those of New Zealand and New South Wales, as representative of 
the vital statistics of Australasia. 

COMPARISON OF VITAL RATES OF COUNTIES. 

In Table 6 estimated populations are given for each of the counties 
of the State for the year 1911. In estimating populations what is known 
as the "arithmetical method" has been employed ; in fact, this method 
has been used in this State for the estimation of populations for in- 
tercensal and postcensal years, both for the Michigan Monthly Bulletin 
of Vital Statistics and for the annual registration reports ever since 
any systematic methods of estimating populations have been made use of. 
While all methods of estimating populations are more or less liable to 
error, especially when there are long intervals between census enumera- 
tions, investigation has proven that the arithmetical method accords 
more closely with the actual enumerated results than any other method, 
while at the same time it is readily applied, and is one of the most 
simple methods. 

In this table the number of births, deaths, marriages and divorces 
registered are given for the State and for individual counties, together 
with the corresponding rates per 1,000 estimated population for the 
year. It will be noted, however, that the marriage and divorce rates 
are stated as persons married and persons itivorcedy instead of as so 
many marriages and divorces per 1,000 estimated population. In com- 
paring the vital rates of the different counties, it is important to con- 
sider the age distribution of the population. As the greater number of 
deaths, relatively speaking, occur in the age period under five year»

and over sixty-five jears of age, it follows that the counties having pro- 
portionally the greatest population covered by these ages will also show 
the greatest number of deaths. 

To obtain an exact basis for marriage rates, the persons married 
should be compared with the number of unmarried persons of marriage- 
able age in the population. In like manner, divorce rates should be 
based on the number of married persons in the population affording 
them. It should be borne in mind, however, in studying this table, 
that the number of divorces for any stated year cannot be compared di- 
rectly with the number of marriages in the same year, owing to the fact 
that the divorces granted are the outcome of marriages performed 
some years previous. Birth rates should also be based upon the num- 
ber of married couples (neglecting the small factor of illegitimacy), or, 
as is usually more convenient, by referring to the number of women of 
childbearing age in the community. 

These considerations are given so that the mistake may not be made 
of accepting the vital rates given in these tables as absolutely conclu- 
sive and hence basing erroneous deductions thereon. Such rates are 
necessary and form the first step in any statistical investigation of this 
character, but they require to be fully analyzed before absolutely re- 
liable conclusions can be drawn. 

The death rates shown in Table 6 do not, as a rule, vary very widely 
from the State average of 13.3 per 1,000 estimated population. The 
same is true with the birth and divorce rates. The marriage rates are 
also fairly uniform with the exception of Berrien county. The exces- 
sive rate of this county (65.3) is brought about by the large number of 
marriages of non-residents during the summer excursion months. The 
rate for the county thus obtained as shown by this table, is not, therefore, 
comparable with other county marriage rates, and the general marriage 
rate is somewhat affected by this increase. 
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PART II— BIRTHS IN MICHIGAN DURING THE YEAR 

1911. 

Birth statistics are important mainly on account of the influence of 
the birth rate upon the increase, and upon the sex and age distribution 
of the population. Population, marriage, birth and death statistics 
are, indeed, so interdependent, that no one of these branches of vital 
statistics can be eflficiently handled without a full acquaintance with 
the main principles and bearings of them all. Birth statistics, including 
those of illegitimacy, moreover, possess a social interest apart from 
their more purely statistical value arising from the relation they bear 
to population. 

The total nimiber of births returned to the Department of State for 
the year 1911 was 65,756, excluding stillbirths, of which there were 2,403 
returned as births. 

Table 1, Part I, gives a statement of the births occurring each month 
of the year, together with the yearly and daily average. 

Table 2, Part I, shows the births and birth rates for previous years 
in comparison with the year 1911. 

Table 1, of the primary tables, shows the number of births in the 
different counties of the State by months and sex, following which is 
shown the number of births in the different cities of the State by months 
and sex. Table II and Table Ila show the births of the State by coun- 
ties and cities, with nativity.

By referring to Table 9, it will be seen that the total number of births 
for the year recorded in the Monthly Bnlletifis^ 58,334, was 7,422 less 
than the total number of births, 65,756, returned ultimately, and com- 
piled in this report. This apparent great discrepancy is caused from 
the fact that physicians and midwives are given ten days in which to 
file certificates, and in many cases when the births occur in the latter 
part of the month they are not filed in time for forwarding with the 
regular report, and in consequence are held over until the follo\sing 
month.

NATIVITY OF PARENTS OF CHILDREN BORN IN MICHIGAN, 1911. 

The distribution of parent nativity of children bom in Michigan dur- 
ing "the >i&ar'^ 1911 may be seen in Table 11. Over one-half of all the 
children bora (57.9 per cent) had parents both of native birth. A 
little less than one-fourth of the children born during the year (24.1 per 
cent) had parents both of foreign birth, while the remainder was of 
mixed or unknown parent nativity. Of the total number of births for 
the year 49,598 or 75.4 per cent, had parents one or both of native birth, 
and 27,395, or 41.7 per cent, had parents one or both of foreign birth.

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PART III — DEATHS AND CAUSES OF DEATHS m 
MICHIGAN DURING THE YEAR 1911. 

The total number of deaths returned to the Department of State 
during the year 1911 /wias 38,007, exclusive of stillbirths, of which there 
were returned 2,716 on certificates of death. 

In Table 1, Part I, may be seen the number of deaths returned for 
each month of the year, 1911, together with the daily average. The 
largest number of deaths returned in any single month was in March, 
the average number being 124.9 deaths per day. The smallest number 
of deaths and the smallest average number were for the month of June, 
being 2.6G1 and 88.7, respectively. 

Table 2, Part I, shows the deaths and death rates for previous years 
in comparison with 1911. 



SECTION 1.— INCIDENCE OF DEATHS IN MICHIGAN DURING 

THE YEAR 1911. 

The tables in this section contain statements in regard to the incidence 
of deaths in the State during the year 1911, arranged to show the fol- 
lowing particulars: (1) Deaths from all causes by months; (2) number 
and proportion of each sex among the decedents; (3) deaths by ages of 
decedents; (4) geographical distribution of deaths; and (5) location 
as urban and rural.

DEATHS BY MONTHS AND QUARTERS, 1911. 

Table 14 shows the distribution of deaths in Michigan according 
to the months and quarters of the year 1911. The maximum monthly 
rate, 16.0, was iu the month of March and the month of least mor- 
tality was the month of June, with a rate of 11.4 per 1,000 estimated 
population. The average number of deaths per month was 3,167.

By referring to Table 15, it will be seen that the total number of 
deaths for the year, recorded in the Monthly Bulletins, 37.056, was 951 
less than the total number of deaths, 38,007, returned ultimately, and 
compiled in this report. Nevertheless, in the final report as compared 
with the original returns, there is but slight variation in the death rate 
for the year, although the monthly differences are somewhat more 
numerous than ^sual. They affect the decimal part of the rates only, 
and hence are well within the limit of accuracy of the statistics gen- 
erally.

Excluding stillbirths, there were 20,900 male decedents and 17,107 
female decedents during the year. The respective death rates were 
14.1 and 12.4 per 1,000 estimated population. These death rates are 
strictly comparable only with the years since 1898, as the years pre- 
vious, 1890-1897, were collected under the very imperfect law that was 
then in effect. However the relative number of males per one hundred 
deaths of females for the year, 122.2, is fully comparable with the 
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corresponding ratios for the preceding years, and the relative male 
mortality shown in the last colunm of the table, 114 per cent, which 
is the ratio of the death rates of males to the death rates of females, 
taken as 100 per cent, is also correctly shown. As usual, the male mor- 
tality somewhat exceeds the female mortality, the number being 3,793.

DEATHS BY SEXES AND AGE PERIODS, 1911. 

The data showing the general distribution of deaths returned for 
the year 1911, distinguishing the sexes and age periods of the decedents 
is shown in Table 17. The relation of the numbers of deaths at each 
year under five and at quinquennial age periods up to the age of eighty 
years is given. It will be noted that 18.8 per cent of the total number 
of deaths in the State were under one year of age, and 24.6 per cent 
in the age period under five years. In other words practically one-fourth 
of the total number of deaths recorded for the year were those of 
children under five years of age, the percentage of males being slightly 
higher than for the females.

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In order to obtain a more satisfactory statement of the mortality of 
the sexes by ages, Table 18 has been prepared, showing the populations 
for these ages. 

Considered with reference to the sex distribution of the population the 
death rate of males for the year, 14.1 per 1,000 estimated population, 
as compared w4th the rate of females for the year, 12.4 per 1,000 
estimated population, represents a male mortality of 122 per cent. 

BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN CITIES OF MICHIGAN. 1911. 

Table 19 shows the total number of births and the total number of 
deaths reported for the year 1911 from each city of the State, together 
with the population as given by the United States Census of 1910. 
The total urban population of the State, including several small cities 
with populations considerably less than 1,000 is 1,329,623. The tot-al 
number of births returned for the year was 32,992, the birth rate being 
23.9 per 1,000 estimated population. The total number of deaths re- 
turned for the year from all cities was 19,409, with a rate of 14.1 per 
1,000 estimated population. 

The group of cities over 50,000, consisting of Detroit, Grand Bapids 
and Saginaw, returned 17,380 births and 9,397 deaths for the year. It 
will be seen that this group returned more than fifty per cent of the 
births and nearly fifty per cent of the deaths. 

In the group of cities, 25,000 to 50,000, Bay City shows the highest 
birth rate, 22.9 per 1,000 estimated population, while Kalamazoo shows 
the highest death rate, 17.5. 

The group of cities from 10,000 to 25,000 shows a birth rate of 23.2 
and a death rate of 15.2. The highest birth rate in this group is for the 
city of Ironwood, 33.3, and the highest death rate is for the city of 
Ann Arbor, 22.6. 

The group of cities from 5,000 to 10,000 has a birth rate of 23.0 and 
a death rate of 13.9. Negaunee shows the highest birth rate and Mt. 
Clemens shows the highest death rate. 

Cities under 5,000 population, which should hardly be included in 
the class of cities as usually studied in registration reports, show a 
birth rate of 20.4 and a death rate of 13.4 per 1,000 estimated population.

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SECTION IL— CAUSES OF DEATH IN MICHIGAN 
DURING THE YEAR 1911. 

The most important part of a registration report consists of the 
statistics relating especially to individual causes of death because, with- 
out a knowledge of the prevalence of different diseases, intelligent ef- 
forts cannot be made for their restriction and prevention on the part 
of sanitary officers; or, if such efforts are made, it cannot be definitely 
known what measures of success or failure they have attained. Accurate 
vital statistics are considered absolutely essential instnunents of mod- 
ern sanitary progress, and no class of information collected under this 
head is of such paramount importance as the knowledge of the mortality 
from individual diseases and groups of diseases. 

A tabular exhibition of the deaths and death rates from each cause 
of death in Michigan for the year 1911 according to the Bertillon classi- 
fication may be found in Table 20, and a condensed list, showing the 
mortality by the geographical sections of the State for the months of 
the year and also for the various age periods is given in Table 21. 

Examination of the deaths recorded in Table 20 will show that many 
of the causes are quite insignificant as regards number, and that very 
little sacrifice of statistical completeness would be made by their entire 
omission or rather inclusion under some more general title. It will 
also be much more convenient to study an abbreviated list, as the 
various relations of the mortality in the geographical sections can thus 
be shown without an undue sacrifice of space. While the number of 
titles should be abbreviated, the general outline of the classification in 
its extended form should be scrupulously preserved, so that compari- 
sons may be accurately made. This cannot be done when certain dis- 
eases are left out of their proper positions by being relegated to the 
unclassified list at the end of the table, as the proportion of the preced- 
ing groups is thereby destroyed. Hence Table 21 was devised for the 
purpose of showing the general relations of the causes of death in the 
State during the year in a correct manner, but greatly abridged from 
the longer classification.

The following text is devoted to the discussion of the most important 
individual diseases and groups of diseases according to the condensed 
list shown in Table 21, by months and ages, for the State and geograph- 
ical sections into which it is divided. For convenience, a summary 
derived from these tables will be presented in connection with each 
cause. 

DEATHS FROM ALL CAUSES. 

The total number of deaths registered from all causes during the 
year 1911 was 38,007, corresponding to a mortality of 1,330.4 per 100,000 
estimated population. This number is exclusive of 2,716 stillbirths re- 
turned as deaths. Compared with the years immediately preceding, we 
have :

Of the total number of deaths for the State, over 65 per cent of them 
occurred in the southern counties. This might be expected, as the 
southern counties comprise the oldest portion of the State, with an age 
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distribution of population less favorable than the newlv settled portions 
of the State. 

TYPHOID FEVER. 

There were 551 deaths from typhoid fever in Michigan during the 
year 19J1, corresponding to an annual death rate of 19.3 per 100,000 
estimated population. The distribution of these deaths is given for the 
State and geographical sections in Table 22, which also contains a 
statement of the age and sex distribution. For the State as a whole, 
the month of October, as usual, had the most deaths, and the month 
of June the fewest. The largest number of deaths occurred between 
the ages of 20 and 29 years. By sex, there were 332 deaths of males 
and 219 deaths of females.

SMALLPOX. 

The distribution of deaths from smallpox is shown in Table 23. 
Although a small numerical importance as a cause of death, the remem- 
brance of its fatality in the past still clings around this disease, and no 
epidemic cause attracts so much public attention and is considered 
worthy of so much effort and expense for the sake of immediate restric- 
tion as smallpox among all of the causes ordinarily prevalent in this 
State. There were 7 deaths during the year 1911. The character of 
the disease during its present appearance is one of extreme mildness, 
compared to what is usually the case, and the result is the more ready 
spread since public opinion will not always support thorough enforce- 
ment of the only effective restrictive measure, i.e., general vaccination 
and re-vaccination until immunitv is secured.

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MEASLES. 

Measles caused 200 deaths in Michigan during the year 1911, cor- 
responding to an annual death rate of 7.0 per 100,000 estimated popu- 
lation. The distribution of these deaths by months is given for the 
State and geographical sections in Table 24, which also contains a 
statement of the .sex and age distribution. 

By geographical sections, the highest rate of mortalitj^ from this cause 
occurred in the southern counties (8.3), and the lowest in the central 
counties. For the State as a whole, the month of March had the most 
deaths and the months of September and October (3), the fewest. 

SCARLET FEVER. 

There were 208 deaths from scarlet fever during the year 1911. The 
distribution of these deaths by months and geographical sections is given 
in Table 25, which also contains a statement of the sex and age distribu- 
tion.

WHOOPING COUGH. 

There were 254 deaths from whooping cough during the year 1911, 
corresponding to an annual death rate of 8.9 per 100,000 estimated papu- 
lation. The distribution of these deaths by months is given for the 
Btate and four geographical sections in Table 26, which also contains 
a statement of the sex and age distribution. 

By geographical sections, the highest rate of moriality occurred in 
the Upper Peninsula, and the lowest in the southern counties. For the 
State as a whole, the month of March had the most deaths and the 
months of October and November the fewest. By sex, there were 127 
deaths of males and 127 deaths of females. 

As shown in the above comparative table the year 1911 shows a 
slight decrease in the number of deaths from diphtheria and croup. The 
distribution of these deaths for the State and geographical sections is 
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shown in Table 27, which also contains a statement of the sex and age 
distribution. 

By geographical sections, the highest rate of mortality occurred in 
the Upper Peninsula, and the lowest in the northern counties. For 
the State as a whole, the month of November had the most deaths, and 
the month of June the fewest. By sex there were 249 deaths of males 
and 224 deaths of females.

There were 2,284 deaths from tuberculosis of the lungs in Michigan 
during the year 1911, corresponding to an annual death rate of 79.9- 
per 100,000 estimated population. The distribution of these deaths by 
months is given for the State and four geographical sections in Table 
29. The death rates from tuberculosis of the lungs in the different 
sections of the State, it will be noted, are fairly uniform, with the excep- 
tion of the southern counties, which exceeds the State average by nearly 
five points. More males than females succumbed to the disease during 
the year and the largest number of deaths 734, occurred during the ten- 
year period of life from 20 to 29 years, both inclusive. The maximum 
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monthly number of deaths was 258 in March, while the minimum fell in 
October, with only 147 recorded.

This class does not include deaths from "heart failure," which are 
considered as too worthless, so far as nosological statistics are concerned, 
to be included among deaths from diseases of any specified organ. The 
marked and steady increase in the registered mortality from heart 
diseases is a feature of great interest. If deaths from "heart failure" 
a portion of which may be due to actual organic disease of the heart, 
were included, the number of deaths from this cause would be still 
higher, but even as it is, the number of deaths from organic heart 
disease in Michigan in 1911 exceeded those from any other single cause 
recorded. 

The distribution of deaths from organic heart disease for the year 
1911 may be seen in Table 36, according to which it appears that the 
death rate from this disease increased progressively in passing from the 
Upper Peninsula to the Southern counties. This might have been ex- 
pected as the deaths from heart disease are chiefly those of elderly 
persons, and the general age distribution of the population is more 
favorable to a high ratio of deaths from this cause in the older and 
more thickly settled portions of the State.

DISEASES OF THE RESPIRATORY SYSTEM. 

Respiratory diseases in Michigan are considered as among the most 
important causes of death. The following fables show the incidence of 
deaths from the more important individual causes. The tables given 
do not include, however, the entire list of diseases chiefly affecting the 
respiratory organs. Pulmonary tuberculosis is a disease chiefly affecting 
the lungs, and many deaths registered from influenza are in their onset, 
course and termination, chiefly confined to the respiratory tract. Fatal 
cases of measles are frequently the results of pneumonia as a compli- 
cation, and many deaths from organic heart, liver or kidney disease 
present terminal pneumonias as the closing incident of life.

The high death rate from diarrhoeal diseases of children under 2 
years of age should be considered in connection with the fact that 
the other diseases given are not limited to any particular age periods, 
excepting only the complementary statement of diarrhoea and enteritis 
over 2 years of age. Even on this basis, the mortality from infantile 
diarrhoea is much greater than that of any other disease in this group.

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PART IV — MARRIAGES IN MICHIGAN DURING 1911. 

There were 29,859 marriages returned to the Department of State as 
having occurred during the year 1911. This is an increase of 820 over 
the number registered for tiie year 1910. The marriage rate for the 
year was 20.9 persons married per 1,000 estimated population. 

SUMMARY OF THE REGISTRATION OF MARRIAGES IN MICHIGAN, 1911. 

Some of the most important facts relative to the r^istration of mar- 
riages in Michigan during the year 1911 are herewith presented: 

Total number of marriages returned, 1911 29 ,859 

Persons married per 1,000 estimated population, 1911 20.9 

The above statement does not include 94 marriages performed by 
Judges of Probate under the act authorizing secret marriages in cer- 
tain cases. Fifty-one of these secret marriages were at illegal ages ac- 
cording to the general laws of the State and others gave l^al sanction 
to common-law unions, the couples being supposed to have been mar- 
ried regularly by the communities in which they live. A table showing 
the age distribution of these marriages may be found among the primary 
tables relating to marriages. 

As to occurrence of marriages by months, we have: 

More than average number. . . ; June, August, September, October, November. 

Less than average number January, February, March, April, May, July, December. 

Favorite month for mairiage June, 3,629 or 33.0 per 1,000 estimated population.

Females under 20 years of age 8,288 or 27.8 per cent 

Females aged 20 to 24 years, both inclusive 11,900 or 39.9 per cent 

MARRIAGES AND MARRIAGE RATES BY COUNTIES, 1911. 

Besides the primary tables giving a full statement of the marriages 
returned from ench county by months and periods of age of persons mar- 
ried, toe^ether with the statement of nativity of persons married by coun- 
ties, tables of which appear under the primary tables relating: to mar- 
riages in this report, reference may be made to Table 6, which shows 
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the marriage rates for each county for the year. The rates are stated, 
as is the preferable custom, as the number of persons married per 1,000 
estimated population. In general such comparisons of marriages or 
persons married to the population are subject to further analysis on 
the basis of the number of unmarried persons in the population and 
their age distribution. Such an exceptional rate as that of Berrien 
county is due to the large number of marriages of persons who are non- 
residents of the State. Aside from this exception, the rates of the 
other counties show considerable uniformity.

AGES OF PERSONS MARRIED IN MICHIGAN. 1911. 

Primary Table II shows the age distribution of persons married in 
Michigan by counties during the year, and Table IV shows the various 
age combinations of persons married by sex; that is to say, how many 
males under 20 married females of the same age period ; how many mar- 
ried females aged 20-24 years, 25-29 years, and so on in order. The 
group of ages at which the greatest number of marriages occurred is 
that in which both the males and females were aged from 20 24 years, 
the number of marriages at these ages being 6,254. Next in order comes 
the group of males 20-24 and females under 20, of which the number was 
5,495, and then the group of males 25-29 with females aged 20-24 years, 
numbering 4,042. These three groups include 15,791 marriages, or over 
52 per cent of the total number recorded. The proportion of males and 
females married at each age period may be seen in Tables 50 and 51 
respectively, with comparisons of eight quinquennial periods.

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PART V — DIVORCES IN MICHIGAN DURING THE 

YEAR 1911. 

There were 4,026 divorces granted in Michigan during the year 1911, 
according to the returns of the county clerks of the State. This number, 
as shown in Table 6, corresponds to an annual rate of 2.8 persons di- 
vorced per 1,000 estimated population. By referring to Table 52 it 
will be noted that of the 4,026 divorces granted during the year, 1,150, 
or 28.6 per cent, were granted on the application of the husband, and 
2,876, or 71.4 per cent, were granted upon application of the wife. 

By referring to the "Summary" table, appearing among the primary 
tables relating to divorces, it will be noted that 82 divorce applications 
were refused; 411 withdrawn or otherwise disposed of; and 610 were 
contested. This table also shows that on December 31, 1911, there were 
16,159 cases pending in the different courts of the State. 

Table 52 also shows that in 2,085 cases of divorce, or over one-half of 
the total number, there were no children in the families broken up by 
divorce.

CAUSES OF DIVORCE GRANTED IN MICHIGAN. 1911. 

According to the returns as shown in Table 54, "Cruelty" was the 
leading cause, as usual, for divorces, 44.4 per cent of the total number 
granted, being attributable to it. Of this number, 626 were granted 
upon complaint of the husband, and 1,160 upon complaint of the wife. 
The next in order as a leading cause for divorce was "Desertion" with 
581 divorces; 327 upon complaint of the husband and 254 upon com- 
plaint of the wife. "Non-support" follows next in order, there being 
397 divorces from this cause. "Drunkenness" shows 32 divorces granted, 
4 being upon complaint of the husband and 28 upon complaint of the 
wife.
